NE of the important factors in education being the primary comfort and 
O well-being of the children, it is essential, amongst other things, that the 
schoolroom should be evenly and equably heated. The young occupants are 
normally well distributed throughout what is generally a large room: the 
warmth should be spread equally impartially. It was for just such a situation 
as this that the Crane Skirting Heating system was evolved.

Garage Under Hyde Park 


THE GOVERNMENT are to bring in a Bill 
to make possible the construction of an 
underground garage for 1,000 cars under 
part of Hyde Park, near Speakers’ Corner. 
This was one of the 17 specific items of 
domestic legislation listed in the Queen’s 
Speech, when Her Majesty opened the 
new session of Parliament on Tuesday. 

The proposed garage will be con- 
structed under the parade ground and 
will hold about 1,000 cars. The Govern- 
ment are anxious that amenities shall be 
safeguarded, and their detailed investiga- 
tions have satisfied them that when com- 
pleted the garage will have little visible 
effect on the park. 

The garage will not be run by the 
Government. It is expected that the 
Minister of Transport will ask for powers 
to enable him to make arrangements 
whereby the garage site would be leased, 
with safeguards. If the Bill is passed, 
work on the garage could proceed con- 
currently with the present works on the 
Park Lane improvement scheme. 

It was also announced that, in order 
to reorganise and improve the market, 
the Government propose that a public 
body, the Covent Garden Market 
Authority, should be set up to operate 
the market, to concentrate market acti- 
vities in a more compact area, and even- 
tually to rebuild the market either on the 
present site or a new one within the same 
area. Other points from the Speech 
were: 

A high rate of house-building will be 
maintained, and the slum clearance drive 
will continue. A Bill will be introduced 
to amend the law relating to the respec- 
tive responsibility for repairs as between 
landlords and tenants on short-term ten- 
ancies. 

The Government will introduce legis- 
lation to enable the United Kingdom to 
help the Governments of India and Paki- 
stan to finance the construction of im- 
portant works in the Indus River Basin.

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Wanted—a “refabrication Society ? 


MR. POOLEY, the Buckinghamshire County Architect, as 
reported elsewhere, raises the question of more prefabri- 
cation. He argues that while production has undoubtedly 
increased, it has not kept pace with increased prices; in 
some areas building labour is unobtainable, while shortages 
of key materials are growing even more acute. Mr. Pooley 
is, of course, voicing the experience of many building 
owners, architects and contractors up and down the 
country, who would welcome a short-cut out of the diffi- 
culties associated with a fully-extended building industry. 

This is no place to develop all the arguments, technical 
and non-technical, for and against prefabrication. But a 
useful purpose may be served by listing some of the more 
relevant considerations. It needs to be said at once that 
some of Mr. Pooley’s basic assumptions are somewhat 
questionable. Whatever may be the case in Bucking- 
hamshire, a glance at the official published figures will 
show that, over the country as a whole, a good case can 
be made out for building costs having lagged behind 
output in recent years rather than the reverse. And it is 
by no means certain that to transfer operations from the 
building site to the factory floor would resolve the labour 
difficulty: apart from one or two patches, shortages are 
general—they are certainly not confined to building 
workers. As to the technical aspect, mention must be 
made of the special study made recently by the Building 
Research Station of the part which factory-made com- 
ponents can play in housebuilding. Over 400 houses were 
built, and the components included stud and plasterboard 
partition panels and factory-made panels for floors and 
ceilings. The conclusion was that, where factory-made 
components are introduced into houses of otherwise tradi-

PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESSES at this season of 
the year are as thick almost as autumn 
leaves. Within six days, the current 
leaders of the AA, the RIBA and the 
Town Planning Institute have delivered 
themselves of their personal views on the 
future of their institutions.

the Preservationist—about whose rdle 
he had some interesting things to say.

The AA Presidential 


WHETHER BECAUSE A DAILY JOURNEY from 
the heart of Sussex gives him time for re- 
flection or whether because a height of 
6 ft. 7 in. means that his thinking is on a 
higher than average level, it remains true 
that Mr. Edward Playne’s presidential 
address last week to the Architectural 
Association contained more than average 
qualities of good sense and original 
thought. The address, much to the liking 
of a packed room, covered the widest of 
fields, but essentially it was a plea for the 
training of architects on lines which 
enable them to develop their gifts on 
individual lines but within a discipline 
which aims at what Mr. Playne describes 
as ‘a British dialect of the new inter- 
national language of architecture ’—signs 
of which, he believes, are already emerg- 
ing. Students, he said, should feel free 
to search around through the whole field 
before deciding which is their particular 
row to hoe. a kind of sowing of archi- 
tectural wild oats ‘so much better done 
at school than afterwards in expensive 
building materials and with other people’s 
money.” 


Among the interesting suggestions 
made by the President was one that, 
since there are enough designers in 
the architectural profession who think 
alike, a ‘school of contemporary archi- 
tecture’ might be formed, where active 
practitioners could show their current 
work and discuss problems. He made 
this suggestion, said Mr. Playne, because 
it seemed to be the work of the Archi- 
tectural Association rather than the

MR. PLAYNE, perhaps because he is an 
efficient administrator as well as a 
talented designer, is not an architect who 
believes in sitting down under fire from 
builders. He defended young architects 
who are unpopular with builders ‘ who 
seem annoyed to find that the architect’s 
training does not correspond to the train- 
ing needed by their staff’; and he also 
criticised those building firms, calling 
themselves contractors, who have no con- 
ception of what is expected of them when 
signing the contract. ‘ These firms,’ as 
he rightly said, ‘can easily undercut the 
others, and this is one of the big sources 
of worry to us architects.’ 

The solution for better understanding 
between the various branches of the 
building industry does not lie, he thinks, 
in joint training, for already the architec- 
tural curriculum is overloaded, and he 
believes a more profitable line would be a 
residential college of building, open only 
to students from existing institutions, 
with a quota of resident staff from these 
institutions. ‘In this way,’ says Mr. 
Playne, ‘ the learning of a free exchange of 
ideas would operate continuously regard- 
less of changes in the various branches 
and at undergraduate and post-graduate 
levels.’ This is an interesting alternative 
to the idea of a College of Advanced 
Building Technology which the LCC is to 
establish, but it is open to at least two 
objections—first, that there are certain

Eero Saarinen Explains 
A GrRouP of architectural correspondents, 
gathered in the uncompleted consular 
section of the new American Embassy in 
Grosvenor-square on October 28, were 
given the opportunity to quiz Mr. Eero 
Saarinen, the Finnish-American archi- 
tect, on the design and technical aspects 
of his controversial building. Mr. Saari- 
nen pointed out that he was unable to 
give full expression to his ideas because 
of the restricted nature of the site and 
its surroundings. The design, he said, 
had to be a compromise to conform with 
the Georgian character of the square. 
Height was also restricted. 

Explaining the reason for the ramped 
effect from street to ground floor level 
Mr. Saarinen said he wanted to raise the 


main public circulation area, which con- 
tains the consular section and informa- 
tion departments, above the level of 
pedestrians and cars so that an un- 
obstructed and a more attractive view 
of the square could be obtained. He 
rightly suggested that an English square 
was seen at its best when viewed from a 
slightly elevated position. He therefore 
decided to adopt this podium, or rather 
stepped dais, base for his building which 
also helped to make the overall shape 
more interesting. 

The windows are individually of 
Georgian proportions which does help to 
tone down the brutal, overbearing effect 
of the building, but does not relieve its 
relentless prison-like character. Let us 
hope that the harsh predominance of 
these heavy grey and closely interlocked 
frames, offset by anodised aluminium and 
surmounted by a monstrous golden eagle, 
will mellow down with early age, helped 
by the London atmosphere, and blend 
more readily with its rather more elegant, 
though perhaps not so original, sur- 
roundings.

A FULL HOUSE at the Architectural Asso- 
ciation on October 26 heard Mr. Edward 
Playne, DSC, AADipl, FRIBA, give a 
thoughtful and witty presidential address 
under the title of ‘The Cave to Caco- 
phony.’ Following are extracts: 

While I was a student here (said the 
President) I regarded myself (and my con- 
temporaries agreed with me, I think) as 
an architectural old fogey. Now, here 
I am in front of you all as President of 
the AA, the ‘ avant garde’ of my profes- 
sion. I ask myself—and you may well ask 
too—is the old boy waking up, or has the 
AA lost its drive? I don’t intend to 
answer, but I will say this; that whether 
it has slipped in the matter of its Presi- 
dent or not, the AA is still the lively, 
energetic body recognised by everyone as 
the champion of the best in contemporary 
architecture. 

Before going further, perhaps I should 
mention some of the qualities of an archi- 
tectural old fogey. 

(a) An architectural old fogey does 
not study fashion. In fact he has to 
resist a temptation to avoid anything 
that is fashionable for the sake of 
being unfashionable. 

(b) He consciously resists the temp- 
tation to try to be the first to use a 
new material, however jolly the 
advertisement. 

(c) He is convinced that growing a 
beard is not a reliable way of becom- 
ing a genius, even though Sir Basil 
Spence has one. 

(d) When someone says to him, 
‘What do you think about such and 
such a building?’ he likes to reply, 
in the words of the late Sir Edwin 
Lutyens, ‘I don’t think about it, I 
view it.’ 

(e) He thinks that architectural 
criticism should be confined to build- 
ings not less than ten years old. 

(f) He doubts whether potted ever- 
greens (even if not aspidistras) are a 
substitute for sculpture and painting, 
and he believes in encouraging these 
arts applied to buildings, even at the 
risk of finding that some suffer as a 
result, being conscious also that the 
converse can be true. 

(g) He is suspicious of words as a 
means of expressing architecture, 
which is a visual art. 


Horrors of the Functionalist Theory 


One of the curses of our day is, to my 
mind, that everything, however unsuit- 
able, has to be talked about or written 
about ‘ad nauseam,’ with the result that 
in the case of the visual arts a lot of half- 
truths and second-rate ideas are bandied 
about and used as the criteria for measur- 
ing purely visual values. For how long 
was it that the functionalist theory held 
the field? What horrors did it justify, 
what dreary monotony did it explain 
away and describe as beauty? If only 
people would use their eyes and their in- 
telligence, and learn to think in images

and not in words, the visual arts would 
have a chance. It helps too if, instead of 
reading a lot of small print and looking 
at a few clever photographs in black and 
white, people would take a look at the 
building, itself before telling everyone how 
good or bad it is. 

The President then turned to the 
question of the effect of modern life on 
architecture and planning. 

In most of our big cities and towns, 
he said, so-called civilisation has become 
so unbearable, on account of its noise, its 
dirt and its smell, that architects find 
themselves forced to design buildings so 
as to isolate the occupants from the ex- 
ternal world as much as possible. For 
the sake of peace and quiet and cleanli- 
ness, clients are prepared to spend large 
sums on double windows, ventilation 
plant and so on, to protect themselves 
not from the rigours of nature but from 
so-called civilisation, which is of our 
own making. 

Is the Englishman right in regarding 
the town as a hideous place of work, only 
to be entered from 9 to 6? The answer 
at the moment is probably ‘yes,’ but 
surely it need not remain so? Surely it 
is impossible not to believe that during 
the next hundred years architects as a 
profession shall be allowed to show what 
we can do to rejuvenate our urban sprawl 
with worthy buildings, delicately placed 
in garden landscapes with magnificent 
trees; not only the boring trees of the 
landscape gardener, the cherry, the rowan 
and such like, but real forest trees which 
all the year round and from year to year 
are changing their appearance and conse- 
quently are able to keep our interest 
almost indefinitely? We are all of us 
here agreed, I am sure, that urban renewal 
is essential, not only for the sake of the 
dreary wastes in our towns but also to 
make sure that we have made the best 
use of all land within the areas already 
built over before encroaching further on 


the precious open country. In calling a 
halt to encroachment we are defending 
two vital national needs—room to grow 
food and for refreshment and peace. 


Development and Green Belts 


We hear and read a great deal about the 
high cost of land making fortunes for de- 
velopers, and we also hear rumours of 
schemes for building all over the place, 
including on the scheduled green belts. 
The preservation of these latter is blamed, 
by not wholly disinterested parties, for 
the high cost of building land, with the 
implication that everyone would benefit 
if these areas were thrown open for de- 
velopment. We all know that this would 
be disastrous. If we accept the economic 
implications of freedom, we must expect 
the value of undeveloped building land to 
go up until the price is high enough to 
make it financially worth while for de- 
velopers to reconstruct the dreary wastes 
of our urban sprawl instead of despoil- 
ing any more of our very limited open 
country. This will only happen if the 
authorities don’t weaken halfway. 

We as a profession are well aware of 
the importance of this. There are many 
square miles of squalid development 
which can hardly show a plot ratio of 
one, which are badly laid out and often 
badly worn out. With replanning these 
could provide much more space than now 
for living and working in congenial sur- 
roundings, near the centre of things, with- 
out requiring more roads and services 
than already exist. It is terrifying to 
contemplate the haphazard way the de- 
velopment of our country is taking place. 
The whole situation would be comic if 
it were not tragic. Surely there is some- 
thing wrong when the railways lose 
money in conveying city workers long 
distances to enable them to take their 
wages out of the city and thus contribute 
to its squalor? 

Most of our cities would benefit enor- 
mously if the whole area could be ac- 
quired and redeveloped on a proper plan, 
carried out over many years if necessary. 
If done thoroughly and well, urban areas 
of great beauty could result, with ameni- 
ties such that the inhabitants would not 
need to spend their spare time rushing 
away from them. It should also be pos- 
sible to finance the whole project so as 
to show a balance on the rates over a 
long term. Imagine what a change this 
would make! City dwellers would enjoy 
a pleasant life within the city boundaries, 
and the countryside would be left un- 
spoilt. 


A Central Planning Department Wanted 
This is a dream which could be realised 


if the will were there. Unfortunately it is 
much easier to steal a few more acres of 
rural England than to plan a project of 
the magnitude I have suggested. But 
today the technique is available. We can 
finance it because it is sound business. 
Bankers have often told us that no scheme 
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which is financially sound need fail for 
Jack of capital. There are enough men 
who know how to handle this sort of 
thing for a start to be made. All we need 
is the will and the drive to start it. 
Unfortunately the will is not there—nor 
the courage. The description of a cer- 
tain City Council by a disgruntled town 
planner is only too true of most others 
as well. He described it as ‘a hotbed of 
cold feet.’ 

What is wanted is the setting up of a 
central planning department to establish 
guiding principles for development which 
would help those concerned with urban 
renewal. There is quite a valuable 
amount of experience available from those 
who worked on new towns and are doing 
so; those concerned with the Barbican, 
and the LCC planners who are developing 
large areas of the East End of London; 
not to mention planners in other large 
cities. 

It is not for me to deal with the 
political difficulties, but one thing I am 
sure of, and that is that planning urban 
areas without ownership is quite useless. 
Assuming that large-scale urban renewal 
is to be undertaken, it will be our busi- 
ness as architects with others to create a 
new environment which justifies the com- 
munity’s faith in us. The difficulties are 
enormous, but we can show the world 
that a modern city, with its complex of 
mechanical transport and_ pedestrian, 
worker and idler, can be created which 
will have sufficient amenity for domestic 
life and recreation closely knit with its 
working life (which itself will be so dif- 
ferent from the _ past), that those 
destroyers of amenity—noise and dirt 
will be very nearly eliminated. 


Co-ordinating Over-all Design 


We all know that the placing of a 
building is as important, if not more 
important, than the building itself, and 
that the design and decoration of the 
spaces between buildings in the urban 
scene is an essential part of architecture. 
In the same way that a floor can dominate 
the design of a room, so the treatment 
of the ground between buildings is vital 
to our enjoyment of them. The system 
of employing an estate architect, who co- 
ordinates buildings designed by different 
architects in one area and who sees that 
the spaces between have some architec- 
tural meaning and that the ground is pro- 
perly laid out, is a recent development 
which to my mind has great promise for 
the future. 

As usual, the property developer, 
spurred on by his search for gold, has 
been the first to show the value of com- 
prehensive development by putting it into 
practice and making a fortune in doing 
so. What a pity that he was rarely 
actuated by a desire to create something 
to be proud of as well as a commodity 
that will sell well! What a magnificent 
thing it is that more recently there has 
been evidence that some of our property 
dealers are realising that great pleasure 
can be got for themselves in the satisfac- 
tion of creating something fine and beau- 
tiful and which will still show a profit 
though not the maximum that could be 
squeezed from the site. These men look 
like making as great a mark on London 


as the combination of Nash and the 
Prince Regent. 

It is interesting to study the influence 
that planning regulations are having on 
development. The plot ratio is, I believe, 
generally accepted as a brilliant adminis- 
trative device, but it is having one in- 
teresting result which I don’t think was 
at first apparent. Most property develop- 
ment is based on pulling down old pro- 
perty and rebuilding a vastly increased 
floor area on the same site. Development 
now taking place is naturally built up 
to the maximum allowed by the plot ratio, 
and the buildings will stand as long as 
they remain sound. I personally welcome 
this situation, because it puts a value on 
performance and quality and gets rid, 
once for all, of that idea which has been 
bandied about from time to time, that 
modern buildings should only be built 
for a short life. This is to me the opposite 
of architecture and smacks of motor car 
design, which inevitably is dominated by 
fashions. Surely good architecture has 
qualities which make it independent of 
fashion. 


What is Good Architecture? 


Turning to the question of what is 
good architecture, the President said that 
some mastery has been achieved in the 
field of design, and asked the question: 
Is there any sign of a new language or 
style developing, and do we welcome it 
if there is? Personally (he continued), I 
not only believe that a style is develop- 
ing, but I welcome it. Ignoring genius, 
which is a law unto itself, would we not 
all benefit from a period with a firmly 
established system of design (call it a 
convention, style or language, as you 
please) which might correspond to that 
under which Bloomsbury was produced 
and which received such rough treat- 
ment from the pen of William Morris? 

My own observations lead me to think 
that perhaps some such development is 
taking place, based on a classical and 
formal, but flexible, approach. I see a 
family likeness between Mr. Elsom’s de- 
velopment alongside Paddington Station, 
Gatwick Airport, and some of Gollins, 
Melvin and Ward’s work and others. It 
seems to me that here is a style, if you 
will, which is free and yet grammatical. 
Perhaps here we are seeing the growth of 
a language, and, as I think the examples 
quoted indicate, it is not entirely an in- 
ternational language. Perhaps it would 
be more accurate to call it a British dialect 
of the new International Language of 
Architecture. To me this development 
is welcome. It is a system which can be 
safely used and developed. 


No Rigid Design Policy 

On the other hand our AA School of 
Architecture has never, as far as I can 
make out, had a rigid design policy, and to 
my mind never should. When the students 
here were all newly thrilled with Cor- 
busier’s book, and the traditional styles 
had all been thrown out of Bedford 
Square into Gower Street, and soap box 
designs (not yet on piloti) were regarded 
as the only possible answer to any prob- 
lem, I remember very well a student, 
Stephen Dykes Bower, doing an elegant 
gothic revival design for a rectory which 


answered the problem and was quite 
rightly given a very high mark indeed. 

It is right that students should feel 
free to search around throughout the 
whole field before deciding which is their 
particular row to hoe. This freedom to 
pursue every architectural fad, which I 
have already mentioned, is a vital educa- 
tional process, a kind of sowing of archi- 
tectural wild oats, so much better done 
at school than afterwards in expensive 
building materials and with other people’s 
money. 

But although students must be free 
to experiment, I would like to see the 
analysis of the aesthetics behind this 
language taught in the schools. Some of 
you may say there is none, that what I 
see aS a common language is nothing 
more than the free approach of free minds 
to problems which, though different, have 
features in common. I doubt this. At the 
very least, I would say that it is to the 
benefit of the general run of architecture 
to emphasise those features which first- 
class contemporary designs have in com- 
mon, rather than those that make them 
different. In this way we shall assist the 
general run of building so as to improve 
it as much as possible, acknowledging its 
limitations. This will not stop us from 
rejoicing in and acclaiming great archi- 
tecture when we see it. Nothing is a 
substitute for character and an enthu- 
siasm for the best. There is no doubt in 
my mind that the AA fosters this essen- 
tional enthusiasm in its students, which 
is why it continues to flourish. 


The Architect’s Job 


This bring me to the question of who 
does the designing of a large building. 
In my view it is no longer possible for a 
single individual to include in his make- 
up all the qualities necessary to design 
and get built properly a modern structure 
other than one of a very simple kind, 
such as a house or a small factory. 
Although it is essential that there should 
be leadership, it is equally essential that 
everyone involved in the design should 
feel part of a team. These members of 
the team must be capable of understand- 
ing and accepting the basic requirements 
of the design, and also of making a con- 
tribution to it in their own sphere. 

This designing by a team is relatively 
new to our profession, but must be de- 
veloped if large buildings and complex 
developments are to be successful archi- 
tecture. This design team offers great 
opportunities to the younger architects 
who are modest enough to think they can 
learn from others. There are still strong- 
minded characters about who work the 
personality cult successfully, but either 
they have a strong anonymous team be- 
hind them or they hide gaps in their 
organisation by wielding a soft pencil 
and talking science convincingly, or both. 

There is a tendency for sensitive de- 
signers to feel lonely. This affects 
them in different ways. At one extreme 
they seek designs and designers of like 
mind to give them support. At the other, 
if unsuccessful in this, they resort to 
bluster and try at all costs to be different 
from everyone else. 

The advantages of the former are as 





obvious as the disadvantages of the latter, 
and it seems to me that there are enough 
designers in our profession who think 
alike to form what might be called a 
*school of contemporary architecture.’ 
If you agree that this is so, and that this 
association could become the centre of 
this ‘ school’ (it may be so already), then 
I would like to suggest that we should do 
more to organise meetings at which the 
active practitioners show their current 
work and discuss their problems. In 
order to get them to do this, I suggest 
that the meeting should contain a 
majority of like minds and that no report 
of proceedings should be made in the 
Press or anywhere else. 

This suggestion is made because it 
seems to be the work of the Association 
rather than the School to encourage any 
tendency for a language to establish itself 
among its members. I believe that a 
widely accepted language, always chang- 
ing under the impact of individual taste 
on the one hand, and of science on the 
other, is the finest foundation for good 
architecture and that this Association can 
do a great deal to foster and develop it. 


The Builder's Contribution 


Our building friends are so conscious 
of their own shortcomings when they are 
asked to interpret drawings and specifica- 
tions that they are trying to attract into 
their side of the industry the young men 
from the architectural schools. It seems 
to annoy them to find that an architect's 
training does not correspond to the train- 
ing needed by their staff. It never seems 
to occur to them that the qualities re- 


quired to plan and design a structure are 
quite different from those required to in- 
terpret the drawings and specification and 
to organise plant and labour on a building 
site. 

I am glad to see that the builders are 


putting their house in order in this 
respect, and I look forward to the day 
when there are many more properly 
trained and equipped men employed in 
building firms throughout the country. 
We all know that there are many first- 
rate contractors, both old-established and 
newcomers, whose tenders are based on 
a full study and appreciation of what is 
required of them by the contract. Un- 
fortunately there are, too, many building 
firms calling themselves contractors who 
have no conception of what is expected 
of them when signing the contract. These 
firms can easily undercut the others, and 
this is one of the big sources of worry to 
us architects. 

One of the contributory causes of bad 
architecture particularly applicable to our 
times is the desire for speed on the one 
hand, and the delays in getting decisions 
out of bureaucracy on the other. There 
is a tendency to spend precious time over 
preliminary red tape, and to try to make 
it up by reducing the time for designing 
and the preparation of drawings. There 
is no reason to believe that mankind’s 
mental processes have been speeded up 
by the benefits of applied science. In 
fact I would suggest that the contrary is 
the case. 

Interruptions by telephones and the 
like make it more difficult than in the 
past to give serious thought to design. 


Furthermore, the fact that it is possible 
to dig holes in the ground and erect huge 
structures at prodigious speeds, and that 
buildings are more and more filled with 
complicated services, has made it essen- 
tial that everything possible should be 
done to settle every detail in advance. 
This not only involves the preparation of 
a huge number of complicated drawings, 
but requires time for careful thought and 
consideration by the designers, who are 
no longer allowed to make up their minds 
over details as the work progresses and 
with the help of mock-ups, as did the 
architects in the past. 

I submit as a proposition that, from the 
first consideration to the beginning of 
building, the time allowed should rarely 
be less than two years if the design is to 
be satisfactory and if the construction 
work is to be properly planned in ad- 
vance, particularly if the architect is to 
be given time to find out what his client’s 
real requirements are and what the full 
implication of them is. Much bad build- 
ing is due to the unwillingness of people 
to call in an architect early enough. We 
should write into our scale of charges 
an extra charge if the contract has to 
start within a minimum time after re- 
ceipt of instructions. 

Many people pay lip service to joint 
education for architects and builders, but 
it is as well to bear in mind that the 
architect’s five-year course is crammed 
full of essentials. To add subjects from 
the builder’s curriculum must involve 
either a lengthening of the course or the 
omission of matters now taught. Both 
of these are unacceptable. 

It is much more realistic to admit that 
each section of the building industry has 
its own discipline. These sections in- 
clude not only the practical building side, 
in which I include the designers of struc- 
ture, heating, ventilating, electricity, etc.. 
but also painting, sculpture and interior 
decorating, all of which arts and sciences 
have to be welded into a unity by the 
architect, who also has the vital and 
difficult job of finding out what the build- 
ing user wants. It is rare for the client 
to be able to state this in advance with- 
out help. 


Human Relationships 


I defy anyone to combine all these dis- 
ciplines into one School in a practical 
form. Whether they are combined in a 
building contract successfully depends 
entirely, to my mind, on human relation- 
ships—on the ability of each specialist to 
work with the others. This cannot be 
put into a neat paper organisation, but it 
can be taken into account by education- 
ists if they have the courage to admit 
that sciences and techniques are operated 
by warm-blooded people whose reaction 
on each other is just as scientific as the 
reaction of sulphuric acid on zinc. 

I support the view held by many others, 
that co-operation in the building industry 
can best be fostered by bringing students 
together on the domestic level. What is 
wanted is a residential College of Build- 
ing, open only to students from existing 
institutions in a definite proportion with, 
in addition, a quota of resident staff from 
these institutions. In this way the learn- 
ing of a free exchange of ideas would 
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operate continuously, regardless of 
changes in the various branches and at 
undergraduate and post-graduate levels. 

If the Government won't do this, per- 
haps the AA could organise something 
with the help of private philanthropy, but 
it would be much more appropriate if it 
came from the Government, because it 
would indicate that it is more concerned 
with long term success than with short 
term paper plans which only tackle less 
than half the problem. 


Aesthetics and Economics 


I have intentionally avoided aesthetics 
because of what I said at the beginning 
about the inadequacy of words in dealing 
with visual arts. But I would like to 
subscribe to the view that economy has 
no aesthetic virtue in itself, any more 
than poverty has over riches. It merely 
reduces the scope for evil. Professor 
Nervi was rash enough to say once ‘ Low 
costs have a high aesthetic value. For 
their sake, clients will accept daring and 
even beauty.’ You will note that he is 
not claiming for low costs any intrinsic 
aesthetic value, but only a value in win- 
ning over a client to a design. 

I would like to confirm that low costs 
are just as popular over here but, as Sir 
William Holford has recently pointed out, 
first costs must be considered with main- 
tenance costs. Perhaps I have not empha- 
sised enough a matter over which I feel 
very strongly. Architecture has been 
called the Mistress Art, and in ancient 
times almost all painting, sculpture, 
mosaics, etc., were related to buildings. 
Today once again it seems that architec 
ture can and should provide opportuni 
ties for all kinds of artists and craftsmen 
to enhance and enliven our buildings, 
both externally and internally. These 
will perhaps work in new materials, such 
as glass fibre, weatherproof glazed tile 
murals and enlarged photographs, as well 
as in the more conventional ones. We 
must train our clients to spend money on 
these things and face the risk of failures. 
I think it was Sir Hugh Casson who said 
here that we should have more bad sculp- 
ture in order to have more good. I 
heartily support this view, and would like 
it to include all other arts needed so badly 
around our buildings, but I hope I shall 
not be asked to differentiate between the 
good and the bad. A vote of thanks, 
proposed by Mr. Peter Shepheard and 
seconded by Mr. R. E. Enthoven was 
carried by acclamation.

ARNE JACOBSEN, architect 


The Project reviewed by DAVID BOOTH, FRIBA, FSIA 


THE IMMEDIATE IMPRESSION of Professor 
Arne Jacobsen’s design for the new 
Oxford College, St. Catherine’s, shown in 
a small-scale model and drawings, is dis- 
appointing. The layout at first seems 
excessively simple and rigid, the low 
buildings, of uniform height, seem mono- 
tonous and the general treatment of the 
facades seems dull; one wonders whether 
this design justifies the employment of 
an eminent foreign practitioner. But 
more patient examination shows that 
the first impression was misleading and 
the model and drawings begin to reveal 
the subtle and sensitive qualities which 
have always been present in Professor 
Jacobsen’s work. It becomes clear that 
this College, while in no sense revolu- 
tionary or dramatic, is likely to be a 
quiet, distinguished and scholarly group 
of buildings. 


The unforced symmetry of the layout, 
which gives the design a grave, classical 
character, is sufficiently interesting at a 
time when the majority of native archi- 
tects strain to achieve informal and asym- 
metrical planning solutions to every build 


ing problem. The site, lying beside the 
Cherwell, is quite flat. In this riverside 
landscape, the low classical lines of Pro- 
fessor Jacobsen’s buildings will be de- 
lightful in the sun of spring and summer: 
in the mists and rain of autumn and win. 
ter, when the spiky Gothic skyline of 
medieval Oxford looks mysterious and 
romantic, Professor Jacobsen’s buildings 


will seem bleak and melancholy; but this 
is the inescapable dichotomy of northern 
architecture, as Hope Bagenal pointed out 
some years ago. In the careful symmetry 
of the planning, the odd placing of the 
bell tower is difficult to understand. On 
the model this had an accidental appear- 
ance, almost as though it had been 
knocked out of position, though no doubt 
its placing has been carefully studied. 

Professor Jacobsen has been very 
conscious of the traditions of Oxford 
Colleges and has claimed to have retained 
the essentials of the traditional quads 
and cloisters in his layout. While the 
spaces between the long, flanking, resi- 
dential blocks and the central blocks of 
the hall, library and lecture rooms will 
have a rectangular pattern, the layout 
seems, if anything, to be more related 
to the campus than the quad. The essen- 
tial character of traditional Oxford 
quadrangular planning depends on full 
enclosure and the oblique approach, to 
which Professor Jacobsen’s open and 
formal plan bears little relation. The new 
College at the other place, by contrast, 
shows a contemporary version of genuine 
quadrangular planning, which is not, of 
course, to say that it is necessarily better. 
The set-back ground floors of the resi- 
dential blocks provide something of the 
function, but nothing of the character, of 
the traditional cloister. 

In his methods of construction and 
choice of materials Professor Jacobsen

has been, quite properly, conservative. 
Externally brickwork will be used on 
ground floors and garden walls, the 
facades to the residential blocks appear 
to be in aluminium curtain walling with 
projecting fins, and the hall, library, and 
lecture rooms are in brick with bronze 
windows, panels and screens. Internally 
exposed brick and concrete will be used 
in these blocks. The use of natural 


finishes is always attractive, but it is diffi- 
cult, in practice, to achieve an un- 
blemished result. It has been claimed 
by the Master of St. Catherine’s that this 
will be an economical building; while 
clearly not extravagant, the proposed 
methods of construction and materials do 
not, by the normal standards of the 
British building industry, appear to be 
remarkably cheap. It has been questioned

whether the Professor will obtain the 
standard of craftsmanship in Oxford to 
which he is accustomed. The best British 
builders can certainly produce a high and 
consistent standard when required, but in 
Britain, as no doubt in Denmark, fine 
workmanship is unavoidably expensive; it 
is to be hoped that sufficient funds will 
be available to build the College with the 
quality of finish which it deserves.

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Extracts from the architect’s report: 
ST. CATHERINE’S COLLEGE is a new college 
for 400 men, the first part of which it is 
planned to open in October, 1962. Half 
of the places and half of the awards will 
be for those reading the sciences and 
mathematics; half for those studying the 
humanities. When fully established the 
college will have 32 tutorial fellows, 8 
research fellows and the normal comple- 
ment of professorial and visiting fellows. 

The college site of 7.8 acres is in Holy- 
well Great Meadow, close to the proposed 
University Law Library designed by Sir 
Leslie Martin. The college is formed by 
two long three-storey buildings, facing 
east and west, which contain the residen- 
tial accommodation. Between these are 
placed the common rooms, dining hall, 
library and lecture room blocks. 


The residential blocks, based on the 
traditional Oxford staircase system, not 
only give the most economical and 
rational room layout, but also form a 
frame around the main quadrangle and 
the small internal garden courts. Thus 
a unified college unit is presented to the 
surrounding area. 

A water garden runs the whole length 
of the west residential block forming a 
decorative feature, and a series of seven 
low flights of steps afford access to it 
from the fellows’ rooms on the ground 
floor. 

Within the residential blocks are 46 
sets of fellows’ rooms, 292 undergraduate 
rooms and 6 guest rooms which can 
be used for additional undergraduate 
accommodation. Nearly two-thirds of 
the fellows’ rooms have separate sitting 


dining hall, east elevation 


rooms with a bedroom attached. The 
undergraduate rooms are _ bed-sitting 
rooms using some built-in furniture to 
make the maximum use of the space 
available. All the undergraduates’ rooms 
have a frontage width of 10 ft. and an 
internal height of 7 ft. 7 in. The depth 
varies from 13 ft. 3 in. to 16 ft. 6 in. 
Washing and toilet facilities for the 
undergraduates, including showers, are 
provided on each landing at first and 
second floor level. 

The residential blocks are built up of 
25 ft. high concrete cross wall units, 
spaced at 10 ft. 6 in. centres with in-situ 
cast concrete floors and lightweight con- 
crete roof units. Other blocks are 
formed from similar precast concrete 
units with plates made up into cruciform 
section columns which carry 5 ft. deep 
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St. Catherine’s College,

precast beams over the dining hall, 
library and lecture halls. 

Up to a height of 6 ft. 8 in. all closed 
external elevations to the buildings and 
the garden divisions are built in 2 in. 
yellow-grey brickwork. Between and 
above these walls the structural concrete 
is cast and finished to stand hard and 
precise. 

In the dining hall, library and lecture 
room blocks the natural colours and tex- 
tures of the brick work and concrete are 
combined with bronze window mullions 
and infilling panels and screens. 

The glazed facades to the residential 
blocks have painted aluminium alloy 
framing, with vertically sliding windows. 

Work on the site will begin immedi- 
ately after HM the Queen has laid the 
foundation stone on November 4. It 
is hoped to erect sufficient accommoda- 
tion to house the first freshmen in Octo- 
ber, 1962, and to complete the buildings 
in 1963-64. The estimate of the cost of 
the buildings (including fees) is 
£1,106,000. 

The consulting engineers are Ove Arup 
and Partners; the heating and lighting 
consultants, Steensen and Varming: and 
the quantity surveyors, Northcroft, Neigh- 
bour and Nicholson.

Good Housing Design 

sir,—I shall not be alone in expressing 
pleasure at the decision of the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, Mr. 
Brooke. to re-institute annual competi- 
tions to encourage a high standard of 
design and layout in housing throughout 
England and Wales. Especially must be 
welcomed the Minister’s intention to 
require the panels of judges to take into 
special account the layout and setting 
of the dwellings in groups and the rela- 
tionship of the group with its surround- 
ings, as well as the design and appearance 
of the individual buildings in each 
scheme. 

The responsibility for securing these 
ends is that of the architect-planner: he 
only is trained to do this work. Why 
then, in Heaven’s name, does the Minis- 
terial announcement make reference to 
‘the architect or designer (my _ italics) 
responsible for a winning award ’? An 
architect is one whose name appears on 
the ARCUK Register: a designer may be 
anyone who has persuaded a client that 
he can design a scheme and administer 
a contract. 

The Minister has missed a chance to 
establish in the public mind the fact that 
architecture should be carried out by 
architects, and by nobody else. May I 
express the hope that, in any subsequent 
announcement about the competitions, he 
will clarify the point?

Compressed Quantities 


sir,—As one who has pegged away at this 
subject for many years, and had almost 
reached the conclusion that he was 
becoming a really old-fashioned hobby- 
horser, it was refreshing to read in your 
report of Mr. K. K. Dale’s paper presented 
recently at RICS headquarters, his plea 
for a simplified method of measurement 
and less diffuse bills of quantities. Re- 
freshing, also, to know that one not only 
of the older generation but old in the 
counsels of the profession was willing 
to air this subject at headquarters. I 
had thought the younger generation 
so full of other and more modern ideas 

to be uninterested. Perhaps they may 
be constrained to think again for a 
moment of the Basic Bill. 

There was published many years ago 
(Kegan Paul, 1932) a treatise by C. K. 
Ogden of the Orthological Institute, Cam- 
bridge, on ‘ Basic English,’ a system of 
teaching English in which 850 words were 
held to cover the basic needs of the lan- 
guage. It is interesting to recall that even 
when the full rigour of the direction of 
the war effort was with him in 1942, Mr. 
Winston Churchill (as he then was) found 
time to commend to his countrymen the 
pursuit of this study. 

A copy of ‘ Basic English’ has been by 
me since that time, and I still find it a 
stimulating mental exercise. Now I am 
not about to suggest that we should put 


bills of quantities into Basic English; I 
was only thinking that it would not be 
inappropriate to the subject matter of this 
letter to quote from Ogden’s preface a 
series of simple statements proceeding 
from his first principles: 
1. A word is a sign. 
2. Words give signs. 
3. Words give signs to men. 
4. Words will give signs to 
clearly. 
5. Stop! Please give new rules to 
the quick boys now. 

If the new boys I am thinking of are 
quick boys they will see the drift of my 
thoughts. There are, I suppose, 8-10,000 
words in the English language, but 
850 of them, about 10 per cent, are 
enough to give expression to the basic 
needs. In like manner, in building con- 
struction, a relatively few basic formu- 
laries of labour/material will do the same 

by which I mean that in a bill of 1,000 
items there are less than 100 per cent 
that contain the basic bones. 

So, if I may repeat C. K. Ogden’s words 
before a new edition of that old blunder- 
buss, the SMM is thrust upon a long- 
suffering profession—‘ Stop! Please give 
new rules to the quick boys now.’

THE PROMOTERS of the competition stated that the house 
should be a showroom of as many forms of gas services 
as could be demonstrated. They wanted a detached house 
of imaginative design, not more than 1,100 sq. ft. in area 
excluding garage and outbuildings, with a cost limit of 
£4,000. A cube cost based on a hundred dwellings could 
be adopted. The full award is on page 832. 


ASSESSOR'S REPORT: I had to be guided by three basic needs: 
first, the provision of a house which was fundamentally a 
good, liveable-in house, and which would suit the basic 
needs of a typical family, and give the maximum amount 
of usable area for the financial outlay; second, to find a 
house which was so visually stimulating that it would 
make a positive contribution to the provision of a back- 
ground for human living; and third, that the house built 
in any quantity with perhaps minor variations would 
be an attractive element in the urban or sub-urban scene. 
It was unfortunate that in no single scheme were all these 
factors combined, and the point was reached where one 
had to be sacrificed in favour of the other two. It was 
the second and third factors that made me choose A. 
Clayton and T. E. Adams’s scheme as the winning design. 
It has planning faults and the living space is nothing like 
so generous as that of the schemes placed second and third, 
but it is most imaginative, a first-rate exhibition house and 
makes an excellent contribution to the urban environment. 
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THE ISLAND HOTEL, Tresco, provides 22 double and 
6 single bedrooms, lounge, dining room and 
kitchen. The structure and cladding both 
externally and internally are of timber, pre- 
fabricated on the mainland and erected by local 
labour under the employment of the client. The 
components were designed as small units for easy 
handling, and the total construction period was 
seven months. 

The framing is pressure-Tanalised softwood, 
bolted on to a grid of concrete columns. External 
cladding is western red cedar, and internal linings 
of gaboon plywood, Plybestos, Douglas fir plywood, 
and hardwood were used.

14. The Old Room 


I FOUND MYSELF the other day in an old 
room in Gray’s Inn-square. It was late 
afternoon, and although the sun had not 
gone down, the room was sombre and it 
took a little time for my eyes to discern 
the mellowed panelling. 

I was having a friendly interview with 
a solicitor colleague, and although we 
were discussing a very twentieth century 
problem, I could not help feeling I had 
been transported back into the 17th cen- 
tury. There were no metal deed boxes to 
be seen, and no red-taped bundles scat- 
tered about the place; in fact, no evidence 
at all in this elegant room of the learned 
profession which my friend practised. It 
could have done duty, in its simple 
dignity, for a king’s parlour or a modest 
sitting room. It did not depend on furn- 
ishings for effect; it was entirely sufficient 
unto itself and quite beyond criticism. 

Our business over, we fell to talking 
about the room. It had the same mould- 
ings as Hampton Court and a magnificent 
Grinling Gibbons carving over the man- 
telpiece with the tell-tale signature of 
the black bean. It was like a piece of 
antique furniture which had been handed 
down through the generations, mellowing 
all the time, and there it was complete 
and quite undisturbed by either years or 
wars. I reflected how today a plaster 
finish would be deemed quite good 
enough for such a room. 

Those old inns of court contained a 
wealth of such panelling which survived 
the centuries and increased in beauty as 
the years passed by. Am I indulging in 
speculation quite futile when I wonder 


whether any rooms we are building today 
will one day evoke the reverence and 
admiration which I felt as I sat with my 








solicitor friend? I have to confess that 
no such room comes easily to my mind. 
Are we even thinking about such things 


Planning Powers and Administration 
Lord Silkin on ‘ Excessive Delays’ 


SPEAKING at the annual dinner of the In- 
corporated Association of Architects and 
Surveyors, held at the House of Com- 
mons on October 22, LORD SILKIN said 
that whilst it appeared that the 1947 
Town and Country Planning Act had 
stood the test of time, and that the public 
now recognised that some form of con- 
trol over development was essential, he 
could not disguise his concern about the 
manner in which planning control] had 
come to be administered. Town and 
country planning was only acceptable 
provided that individual hardship could 
be avoided, and the length of time which 
now commonly passed between applica- 
tion and award was plainly excessive. 
Lord Silkin went on to say that the 
widespread conviction that some plan- 
ning officers tended to impose their own 
views on developers did not appear to 
be unjustified, nor did it seem in many 
cases that they properly appreciated the 
distinction between the monstrous and 
the merely unorthodox. The unorthodox 
building of today not infrequently be- 
came the prize piece of tomorrow, and 


it was obvious that the planner should 
clearly differentiate between the two. 

Replying to Lord Silkin, the president 
of the Association, CLLR. W. J. CLARK, said 
that town and country planning seemed 
today to have lost the attraction it had 
for the general public a decade ago. It 
had become a highly bureaucratic and 
impersonal affair. In its regulatory aspect 
it was little more than a police function, 
a kind of curb on the disorderly. One 
factor that undoubtedly militated against 
public concern for planning was the 
blunting of the individual’s civic sense 
which inevitably accompanied life in 
large urban centres. Nowadays the 
desirability of a district was not deter- 
mined by the aesthetic appearance of its 
buildings at all, but by prevailing rent- 
able and rateable values. 

In his view, local authorities should 
be given wider powers over design and 
elevational treatment. It seemed to him 
that, with the present vogue for ‘ square’ 
building, taste in design had become of 
second importance to a preoccupation 
with new types of material.

when we build today, or are we so over- 
whelmed by the prospects of cosmic 
change and present-day necessity as to 
relegate such considerations to irrele- 
vancy? But we cannot afford to ignore 
the lessons of history, and the history of 
two thousand years has taught us that 
the good—-or some of it—will survive in 
building as in all spheres of human 
activity, with the corollary that that 
which survives will be good. The test of 
time is an honoured criterion and not 
lightly to be set aside. 

I shall think of my friend’s three cen- 
turies-old room many times, I feel, in 
days to come as I gaze on buildings in 
the making. 


Eyesores in the 
Countryside 


Rural Councils and their 

Responsibilities 
MR. HENRY BROOKE, the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, speaking at 
the annual dinner of the Rural District 
Councils Association on October 18, said 
he very much wanted to inaugurate a 
campaign to rid the countryside of eye- 
sores. ‘We must never give in and treat 
disfiguring of the countryside by litter 
as inevitable,’ continued the Minister. 
“We must not rest until every local 
authority is winning the fight against 
litter and tackling the lay-bys and the 
dumps where people, deliberately or 
otherwise, drop their waste.’ 

Every now and again, he continued, a 
rural district council cleared away some 
derelict cottages, or grassed over and 
planted some piece of iand which had 
been an eyesore, or took steps to get an 
old waste tip properly planted with trees, 
or cleared up an area which was un- 
sightly and wasted and converted the land 
into a children’s playground or an open 
space. We did not want waste of land 
and we could not afford ugliness. 

Mr. Brooke said that he would like to 
see every rural district council proving 
by its actions that it took responsibility 
for keeping our villages and countryside 
beautiful, or making them beautiful again. 
‘Often,’ he continued, ‘new council 
houses in a village are charming; but 
often they fall a long way short of what 
one would really like to see. They may 
be out of character with their setting; 
they may seem as though they do not 
belong at all to the village, let alone to 
the particular site on which they stand.’ 
The Minister urged rural councils which 
had no architect to seek assistance from 
the county council or from one of the 
voluntary panels of architects set up in 
many areas to advise planning authorities. 
‘If this is done the phrase “ council 
house ” will cease to be a term of abuse.’ 


Rates of Interest 


BUILDING SOCIETY interest rates, states the 
Building Societies Association, are not 
sensitive to every fluctuation of the Bank 
rate, so that the decrease announced on 
October 27 (from 6 to 54 per cent) will 
not have any immediate effect on the rates 
which they pay and charge, 





Two London Exhibitions 
AA Members’ and Students’ Paintings and Drawings ; Mural Art Today 


THE EXHIBITION of members’ and students’ 
paintings and drawings, arranged in the 
members’ and dining rooms at the Archi- 
tectural Association in Bedford-square, 
contains 42 works and, as the numbers 
on the paintings range freely between one 
and 93, it appears that some very severe 
pruning has been done somewhere along 
the line. Perhaps as a result of this the 
first impression on entering the rooms is 
that there is not an exhibition there at 
all, but merely a series of pictures form- 
ing part of the permanent decoration. 
Another result of this is that the works 
shown all maintain the same standard. 
The exhibition continues until Novem- 
ber 18. 

As before, the bulk of the exhibition 
is the holiday sketch approach applied 
either to old buildings or to picturesque 
landscapes and townscapes. These works 
are competent topographical drawings, 
but only in one, ‘Welsh Mountain’ by 
Eric Peskett, does the author allow any 
emotion roused by the subject matter to 
become a part of the subject that he is 
painting. 

From this category we move to people 
who are more concerned with creating 
than with painting. If this exhibition is 
at all typical of present-day thought we 
may safely deduce that abstract painting 
is a dead or dying art form. These paint- 
ings are largely heightened realism, 
amongst which ‘Siblyback,’ by Neville 
Conder, stands out with its dramatic 
colour contrasts which render a simple 
landscape into a powerful and moving 
picture. The larger paintings of * Daffo- 
dils,” by P. S. Leong, and ‘Big Land- 
scape,’ by J. Heywood Hill, also make 
this strangely romantic statement on 
simple subjects. 


A New Medium 


There is also the usual attempt at 
inventing a new medium. A clever 
arrangement of pieces of wood glued to 
canvas, with a little white paint, by D. P. 
Wild, makes an interesting decorative 
pattern that slowly resolves itself into the 
head and shoulders and raised arms of 
some drift-wood personage. ‘ Prehistoric 
Men,’ also by P. S. Leong, is a glass panel 
painted with translucent colours, and 
on to this background scratched figures 
have been applied. Seen with the light 
streaming through it, it has a dazzling 
radiance, but one could wish for more 
thought in the choice of colours and 
forms—these latter look more like an 
architect’s backing sheet than the wall 
of a cave. 

A further experiment is the small-scale 
model of a medieval street pattern set on 
a large canvas that looks as if it has been 
overlayed by ages of oil paint, and then 
excavated by millimetre high archaeolo- 
gists. This work is by Clive Chambers 
and the technique used here could well 
be followed by other people, as it gives 
an interesting opportunity to look into a 
painting as well as just at it.

Mural Art Today 


THIS EXHIBITION at the V & A Museum 
(until January 15, next), organised by the 
Society of Mural Painters, is more am- 
bitious in both scale and scope than pre- 
vious ones remembered. As the title 
indicates, although wall-painting is well 
represented, mosaic, stained or engraved 
glass, tapestry, tiles, enamelled metal and 
bas-relief sculpture are also included. 
This fuller and more _ informative 
‘sampler’ suggests how the artist in such 
media tackles the problems associated 
with new architectural forms and 
materials. 

This should, of course, particularly 
interest architects; but the general look 
of the display is also improved by the 
variety, since mural paintings are (to use 
a fitting platitude) rather flat, and on the 
whole do not ‘show well’ out of their 
intended context. Moreover, modern 
buildings (also a bit flat) need texture and 
intricacy, as well as stronger colour than 
is intrinsic to building materials them- 
Selves, if they are to be considered as 
decorated. 

Included are samples of John Piper’s 
recent stained glass for Eton College 
Chapel; John Hutton’s engraved glass for 
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Coventry Cathedral; Leonard Rosoman’s 
design for a mural at Edinburgh Univer- 
sity Staff Club; and many other works by 
well-known names in this field, such as 
Barbara Jones, Hans Feibusch, Augustus 
Lunn, Ivon Hitchens and others too 
numerous to mention. There are, how- 
ever, newcomers to it more generally 
associated with easel-painting, like Julian 
Trevelyan, Merlyn Evans and Peter Lan- 
yon, and established designers showing 
their versatility like Edward Bawden. 
Most have ‘translated’ well and a few 
seem even to have found their most effec- 
tive métier. The RCA students’ setting 
for the display, which next year goes on 
protracted tour, is commendable in the 
difficult circumstances of scale and vary 
ing viewing-distances. 

A rewarding visit may conveniently be 
combined with the Rex Whistler exhibi- 
tion upstairs—an utterly charming re- 
minder of one whose loss has prove irre- 
placeable: nor need this be thought 
nostalgic, since it is apparently drawing 
large attendances of younger people. 
This is particularly interesting to us who 
remember verbal battles with those who 
tended to dismiss the artist as a 
pasticheur, which of course he was not; 
Rex Whistler was a sensitive and con- 
summate artist who quite unaffectedly 
thought in 18th-century terms.

‘ Apocalyptic Gloom’ of Stained Glass 


Modern Trend in Church Windows Criticised 


THE MODERN REACTION against the Vic- 
torian sentimentalities of pictorial stained 
glass windows may have carried some 
artists too far, the DEAN OF GLOUCESTER, 
the Very Rev. Seiriol J. A. Evans, sug- 
gested in his speech at the annual dinner 
of the British Society of Master Glass 
Painters, at which Lord Salisbury pre- 
sided, held at the Arts Clut, London, on 
October 25. 

‘I have recently seen crude enig 
matic figures placed on backgrounds of 
apocalyptic gloom, so that even a pro- 
longed study leaves the beholder in some 
doubt as to what it is all about,’ he said. 
‘Perhaps this is preferable to sentimen- 
tality, but I submit that both miss the 
point of stained glass painting.’ 


The Dean also referred to the kalei- 
doscopic effect which is aimed at by 
much modern stained glass, and pointed 
out that this effect tended to be given 
priority over the subject of the window 
and that the art of glass painting was 
thereby reduced to the art of the mere 
decorator. 

*I can only view this as a declension 
from the highest ideal of stained glass, 
which, in my opinion, ought to carry a 
specific message to the beholder,’ he said. 

In a comment on the stained glass 
painter’s relations with his client the 
Dean commented: ‘For glass painters 
the old adage must be reversed and they 
must learn that the customer is always 
wrong.’ 


Essex, Cambridge and Herts Architects 


Annual Dinner 


THE ANNUAL DINNER of the Essex, Cam- 
bridge and Hertfordshire Society of 
Architects was held on October 14 at the 
Haberdashers’ Hall, London, EC. The 
president Mr. James L. Caldwell, FRIBA, 
AMTPI, was in the chair, and the RIBA 
was represented by the President, Sir 
William Holford, MA, PPTPI, and the 
secretary, Mr. Gordon R. Ricketts, MA. 
Among the guests was the Rev. Canon 
James H. Humphries, chairman of the St. 


Alban’s Diocesan Advisory Committee for 
the Care of Churches. Mr. Caldwell pro- 
posed the toast of the RIBA and Allied 
Societies to which Sir William Holford 
replied. Mr. R. O. Foster, JP, FRIBA, a 
past president of the Society, proposed 
the toast of the ‘ Patrons of Architecture ’ 
to which the Rev. Canon Humphries 
replied. The toast of the guests was pro- 
posed by Mr. Clifford E. Culpin, OBE, 
and Mr. Gordon Ricketts responded. 
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The Institution of Civil Engineers 
Sir Herbert Manzoni's Presidential Address 


“THE POSITION facing the country in a 
very few years will be extremely serious,’ 
Said SIR HERBERT MANZONI, alluding to 
the question of water conservation in his 
presidential address to the Institution of 
Civil Engineers in London on Novem- 
ber l. 

‘Public thought is confused for lack 
of expert consideration and authoritative 
pronouncement,’ and he considered it 
was sufficiently important and urgent to 
warrant a campaign, but ‘ there is, as yet, 
no official policy and programme.’ He 
asked: ‘Surely the members of this 
Institution are in a better position to 
Suggest the solution to this problem than 
any person or group of persons, Royal 
Commissions included, and the symptoms 
of danger have been growing since the 
war? To my knowledge,” he said, ‘no 
effective national policy has yet been 
decided.’ 

It was Sir Herbert’s opinion that pos- 
sibly the most urgently developing prob- 
lem was the phenomenal growth of road 
traffic in recent years. He said the solu- 
tion was comparatively straightforward in 
rural areas. In urban areas, however, the 
position was very different and even the 
recent technique of traffic engineering 
was often liable to be at fault. ‘The 
main direction of traffic flow may change 
with industrial movement or emphasis, 
and the future volume of traffic may be 
quite different from any mathematical 
computation. The works involved are 
very much more costly and the penalty of 
failure is much more serious, and may 
result in the decay of a busy commercial 
centre, as it has done in several instances 
in America.’ 

He said there were few, if any, experts 
on this subject, which involved many 
factors of local experience, yet the muni- 
cipal engineers throughout the country 
will be expected to advise on the best 
solutions and in most cases their advice 
will be followed. ‘Here, indeed, is a 
heavy responsibility which must be faced, 
because undoubtedly the local engineer 
is in the most favourable position to 
know and weigh the facts and the proba- 
bilities.’ 

Pollution 

Sir Herbert declared that the serious 
pollution of watercourses and sewers, par- 
ticularly in industrial towns—and most 
towns had an increasing proportion of 
industry—was another comparatively new 
problem for the municipal engineer to 
solve. The problem, so far as rivers were 
concerned, was dealt with by statute by 
the river boards, but pollution of sewers 
by poisonous industrial affluents and also 
the pollution of rivers by sewage disposal 
works were almost solely that of the 
municipal engineer. 

After saying that the municipal engi- 
neer must attack these problems by 
action and advice which might include 
new legislation, he added: ‘ Much of the 
public health and public welfare legis- 
lation of this country has arisen directly 
from the pioneering work of local autho- 
rities on the advice of their engineers. 


‘In the course of time, traffic engineer- 
ing and industrial pollution may become 
specialities—the province of experts who 
have made a concentrated study of them, 
as has been the case with water supply, 
transport and now town planning.’ 

He warned local authorities about 
creating a multiplicity of independent 
specialities in the realm of environmental 
needs without a competent co-ordinator. 
* There always has been, and there always 
will be, need for someone to co-ordinate 
the many facets of local authorities’ 
activities in this sphere, and this is the 
special strength of the civil engineer who 
has the broadest possible technical train- 
ing, and in local government service, the 
longest experience.’ 

Immersed in Detail 

Sir Herbert Manzoni considered that 
the civil engineering profession had be- 
come immersed in the minutiae of 
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schemes conceived by other people and 
had forgotten how, or had no time to 
take the lead, so far as that was possible 
in modern conditions, in promoting ideas 
and projects of its own conceiving. 

The nineteenth century civil engineers 
worked in an individualistic world of 
private endeavour and free enterprise, 
when investment capital was largely in 
the hands of private persons who could 
take risks with it. ‘ Today, the money 
available for large projects is now con- 
trolled by the state or by banks, insur- 
ance companies and the colossi of busi- 
ness, none of which will, or dare, risk it, 
except on projects the success of which 
is practically guaranteed by a large unful- 
filled demand.’ 

He outlined the worst of all the modern 
symptoms as reluctance to take personal 
responsibility, and the diminution, almost 
the absence, of individuality of thought 
and action. ‘ We live in a world of com- 
mittees, and groups and teams, and like 
ants we are becoming conditioned to 
communal thought and mass activity.’ 


Modern School Building 


Development Project in Nottinghamshire 


THE NEW grammar school at Arnold, in 
Nottinghamshire, designed by the 
Ministry of Education’s Development 
Group in collaboration with the local edu- 
cation authority, is the subject of the 
Ministry’s latest Building Bulletin*, pub- 
lished on October 31. 

The school embodies some unusual 
features both in the design and in the 
system of construction. The wider aims 
were on the one hand to exploit indus- 
trial resources and available materials, to 
use the best industrial techniques, and 
to achieve economy in_ production, 
materials and site labour, while on the 
other hand to preserve the freedom in 
planning which the educational require- 
ments and the nature of the site might 
demand. 

In planning, particular consideration 
was given to the changed social and edu- 
cational life of a selective school, and to 
the general possibilities of a system of 
construction which would be sufficiently 
flexible to allow schools to be built by 
it, but which would, when put to general 
use for other buildings, compete success- 
fully in price with other prefabricated 
systems and also with good traditional 
construction. 

The Arnold school plan, designed as 
the system was being developed, called 
for considerable flexibility, and so tested 
the system very fully. The aim was to 
produce a system with as few standard 
parts as possible, yet capable of assembly 
in a great number of ways, to allow of 
creative planning rather than the ‘ strait- 
jacket’ of standard plans. 

Educationally, the objective was to 
design a building suitable for selected 
pupils wishing to study for various quali- 
fications leading to employment both in 
the professions and in industry. In com- 
paratively recent years grammar school 
methods have changed, the forms of 
organisation of curriculum and classes 
have been modified, and new courses 


introduced. Many of the older buildings 
often lack the variety of accommodation 
now required. In particular, scientific and 
technological studies have expanded. 
They require laboratories and workshops 
which are more highly specialised than 
the class or lecture rooms which were 
suitable for teaching traditional subjects. 

To study closely the new requirements 
and find ways of fitting them into a build- 
ing side by side with more conventional 
accommodation, members of the Develop- 
ment Group, with educationists and 
architects, visited many grammar 
schools. Current educational practice 
was observed and ideas and objectives 
discussed with teachers. Part One of the 
Bulletin describes how the team’s find- 
ings were ultimately embodied in the 
plan of the Arnold school. 


The Structure 


Part Two describes the structure of 
the school. The opportunity was taken 
in this project to design, in collaboration 
with the contractors, a new system of 
pre-cast concrete components. which 
would be a useful addition to the choice 
of systems available to local education 
authorities. 

Part Three deals with cost and pro- 
vides an example of the use of the tech- 
niques already described in Building 
Bulletin No. 4 (second edition). The 
special objective given to the develop- 
ment team—which included the nomi- 
nated contractor—was to design a struc- 
tural system 20 per cent cheaper than 
any comparable system. 

The bulletin contains a large number 
of diagrams and photographs to illustrate 
the planning and construction of the 
school, as well as several appendices con- 
taining data on costs, furniture and 
equipment.

Obituary 


Sir Luke Fawcett, OBE 


AS BRIEFLY reported in our last issue, 
the death occurred, on October 25, of 
Sir Luke Fawcett, who was for many 
years a leading figure in the building 
trade union movement. He was 79. 

At the time of his death Sir Luke was 
chairman of the Southern Regional 
Board for Industry, a position which he 
had held since 1952. He was general 
secretary of the Amalgamated Union of 
Building Trade Workers from 1941-52. a 
position which enabled him to play an 
influential part, under a Labour Govern- 
ment, in the reconstruction programme 
after the war. 

Born in 1881 at Thoresby, Lincs., at 
an early age he was apprenticed to the 
trade of bricklayer, and as a young man 
he took an active part in the local branch 
of his union. In 1934 he was elected 
president of the AUBTW, and in 1941 
became its general secretary. 


Sir Luke Fawcett was active in many 
other bodies besides his own union, in 
particular the National Federation of 
Building Trades Operatives. In 1941 he 
gained a seat on the general council of 
the TUC and remained a member until 
1952. In 1946 he sat on the joint com- 
mittee which the Labour Party set up to 
consider the political activities of the 
unions, and their responsibilities under 
the various schemes of nationalisation. 
In 1936 he had visited Russia as part of 
a workers’ delegation, and throughout his 
career he was a supporter of Socialism. 


In 1947 he was appointed to the 
County Courts Committee to examine the 
possibilities of cheaper lawsuits. He was 
also a member of the Department of 
Overseas Trade’s committee on Exhibi- 
tions and Fairs. He was made an OBE 
in 1943 and was knighted in 1948. From 
1954 to 1958 he was a part-time member 
of the Atomic Energy Authority. 
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of two years in a responsible position as 
a general foreman. 

At the request of certain foremen’s

Dangers of Nationalisation 
‘ Industry Would be Tied Down 
With Red Tape’ 


IF THE BUILDING INDUSTRY were national- 
ised, it would become tied down with 
red tape, members of the Walsall and 
District Association of Building Trades 
Employers were told at the association’s 
annual dinner. 

Proposing the toast to the visitors, the 
chairman of the Walsall association, MR. 
CYRIL PARR, said that the present Govern- 
ment had done more than any other for 
the building industry, but if they wanted 
more houses, hospitals and schools they 
should reduce income tax. Some young 
building workers today, Mr. Parr said, 
went to work for the bare necessities of 
life during the week but from Friday 
evening to Monday morning they would 
be helping someone to build a house 
round the corner, where income tax did 
not enter into the matter. 

Responding to the toast, MR. M. E. 
HABERSHON, Walsall borough surveyor, 
said the more efficient builders made their 
industry the better they would be able 
to withstand the threat of nationalisation. 


Alexander H. Adamson, OBE 
WE REGRET to record the death on Octo- 
ber 31 of Mr. Alexander Henry Adam- 
son, OBE, of T. H. Adamson and Son 
Ltd., builders. He was in his 88th year. 

Mr. Adamson played a promiment part 
in the affairs of the industry, being elected 
in 1916 to the Committee of the London 
Master Builders’ Association. He became 
honorary treasurer in 1924, vice-president 
from 1925 to 1926, and president in 1927. 
He served on the Contracts Committee 
for many years and during the last war 
undertook to help builders under the 
Ministry of Home Security’s scheme of 
Prime Cost Contracts for Emergency 
Works. 

Mr. Adamson was a member of the 
Council of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers from 1920 to 
1950; president of the BCBI in 1934; 
president of the BBI in 1937; a member 
of the Council of the Institute of Builders 
in 1919, becoming vice-president in 1928. 
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Code of Practice on Sound Insulation 
Basic Data for the Design of Buildings 


THE Council for the Codes of Practice 
of the British Standards Institution have 
just published the third chapter of the 
‘Code of Basic Data for the Design of 
Buildings.’ The series that is now being 
published under this title is to replace the 
original ‘Code of Functional Require- 
ments of Buildings.’ This code on Sound 
Insulation and Noise Reduction runs to 
about 100 pages. About a third of the 
Code is concerned with the requirements 
for various types of buildings and the rest 
with the general principles involved in 
the provision of the standards put for- 
ward in the requirements. The cost of 
the publication is £1. 

The first point that must be made 
about this, and many other technical pub- 
lications, is that the price is very high. 
There are now many books of this nature 
that the builder, the architect, and any- 
one else concerned with buildings needs 
if he is to work efficiently. Every month 
more publications are appearing and so 
the expense of having a reasonable set 
of references is now getting beyond the 
pocket of any one individual. Since we 
accept that research is essential, there is 
a good case for the subsidising of the 
distribution of information so that the 
results might find their way into prac- 
tice. Another point is that the visual 
design and layout of this book is not good 
nor is the traditional limp cover satis- 
factory. 

There is very little new in this publi- 
cation. In fact it is quite interesting to 
scan the text and to pick out bits of in- 
formation by various research workers 
and organisations in this country and 
abroad. At first glance this might be 
taken as a criticism, but it must be 
realised that the maior function of this 
committee was to draw together informa- 
tion and produce a tool for the use of the 
builder and architect. 

With so much information to draw 
from this is no simple task. In fact it 
is one of the major problems of our time 
that no one person in any field can carry 
all the information available, and it 
becomes inevitable that specialisation 
must occur. The specialist is then faced 
with the problem of communicating with 
other specialists and also to  non- 
specialists. It is inevitable that as this 
pattern becomes more complex the link 
between the specialists becomes more 
tenuous with resulting confusion. And 
that is the way it stands at the moment. 

Accordingly, this committee has not 
had quite such a simple task as might at 
first sight be imagined. The selection of 
this information could have been carried 
out by no better committee than the one 
which drafted this code. Criticism of the 
text, except for its structure, must fall 
not so much on the committee as on the 
general field that produces work on this 
subject. 

In detail the first part of the code con- 
cerns the actual requirements for certain 
types of buildings. The introduction to 
the first part quite rightly lays emphasis 
on the elimination of noise at the plan- 


ning stage. To do this one must be able 
to predict individual requirements. The 
introduction states that there is a lack 
of information relating to certain building 
types, in particular hospitals, but there 
is, by implication, sufficient in the case of 
housing. 


Out-of-Date Surveys 


No one could disagree that there is a 
general lack of information about most 
types of buildings, but it must be noted 
that the two surveys put forward as the 
basis for the housing standards were 
carried out a long time ago; the survey by 
Chapman was done in 1942, and the sur- 
vey at Abbots Langley was almost com- 
plete as long ago as 1950. The years 
between 1942 and today have brought 
the do-it-yourself and Hi-Fi era, and 
probably many differences in the pattern 
of living, and therefore we can add hous- 
ing to the list and say that it is about 
time that new and up-to-date information 
was obtained on all types. It must be 
remembered that the situation is 
dynamic; with new types of buildings and 
equipment come new problems, and one 
survey on each is not sufficient. 

There is a general tendency in the text 
of the first part of the code to acknow- 
ledge that a certain amount of noise can

Unemployment in Building 


IN GREAT BRITAIN on October 10, the total 
of wholly unemployed in the construc- 
tion industry was 38,384, an increase of 
1,170 compared with September 12. 
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only be dealt with at its source by the 
designers of equipment and machinery 
used in the building. For example, it is 
suggested, in section three, that in edu- 
cational buildings ‘ rubber buffers should 
be fitted to the legs of the chairs and 
tables.’ This point and many others, 
through the very important function of 
the British Standards Institution, might 
well be hammered into the codes for such 
equipment. 

In section six, which deals with the 
noise requirements in industrial buildings, 
there is a very clear statement as to what 
magnitude and frequency of sound will 
cause physical harm to the human ear. 
It is very interesting to see this in print. 
However, there is a notable lack of any 
mention of this in the appendix which 
deals rather clumsily with the legal aspect 
of noise. 

Appendix A, General Principles, covers 
what one might expect in a good text 
book on acoustics and sound insulation 
and is excellent. Appendix B deals with 
constructional measures for noise control 
and Appendix C deals with the Building 
Research Station recommendations for 
insulation grading of the structure of 
dwellings, which brings our standards 
in line with the draft West German stan- 
dard DIN 52211. 

Since this is a Code of Practice and not 
a Standard Specification it would be very 
helpful if more references to other work 
and basic research were given.

Housing for Old People 


Minister on Need for 
More Flatlets 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, asked local 
authorities, on October 24, whether they 
would look into the scope for building 
in their districts flatlets for the elderly. 

Mr. Brooke, who was opening a block 
of old people’s flatlets at Lawford, Man- 
ningtree, Essex, said that 34m. new houses 
and flats had been built in Britain since 
the war--a splendid achievement. But 
not nearly enough building had yet been 
done for old people. 

* There is no doubt,’ he said, ‘ that every 
housing authority should make sure that 
it has enough flatlets or bungalows for 
the older people ; otherwise it may find 
them occupying a council house which is 
really too big for them; indeed they may 
be keeping a family with children out of 
it. Old people want enough space, but 
too much is a nuisance and a burden to 
them.’ 


New Booklet 


Mr. Brooke said that the flatlets he was 
opening fulfilled a number of suggestions 
contained in a Ministry booklet, ‘ Flatlets 
for Old People,’ issued in 1958. A new 
booklet, ‘More Flatlets for Old People,’ 
had just been produced as a result of 
experience gained in the past two years. 
The Minister said he wanted all local 
authorities and all voluntary bodies con- 
cerned with the happiness of old people 
to read and think over the suggestions in 
those two booklets. 
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The Worshipful Company of Carpenters 
A Notable Prize-Giving Ceremony 


REAR ADMIRAL SiR ANTHONY MIERS, VC, 
KBE, CB, was the guest of honour at the 
annual dinner given by the Worshipful 
Company of Carpenters to precede the 
annua! prize-giving of the Building Crafts 
Training School (Gt. Tichfield-street. 
London, W1), on October 27. In 1959 
this annual occasion made unexpected 
history when Field Marshal Viscount 
Montgomery made some comments on 
current political affairs. This year the 
occasion made history in a less sensa- 
tional and more constructive manner. For 
the first time since their Hall was 
destroyed by enemy action during the 
last war the Worshipful Company was 
able to entertain the students and their 
relatives in its own premises, rebuilt to 
designs by Sir Edward Maufe, FRIBA, 
who was one of the guests. Since the 
war the Carpenters have accepted the 
hospitality of the nearby Drapers Com- 
pany, thus fulfilling a tradition which 
dates back to the Great Fire when the 
latter’s Hall was destroyed. 

In this splendid building in which a 
compromise between the old and the new 
has successfully been achieved, and in 
which the Company has perpetuated its 
time-honoured patronage of the crafts. 
the Master, MR. B. I. NICHOLSON, MBE, 
called upon the Director of the School, 
Mr. H. G. Tilley, LRIBA, FRICS, to give 
his report on the year’s work. 

Eighty per cent of the carpentry and 
joinery students who sat the examina- 
tions of the City and Guilds of London 
Institute were successful. This. said MR. 
TILLEY, was a very satisfactory achieve- 
ment. more especially since the average 
percentage of passes at all the examuina- 
tion centres amounted only to 69 per 
cent. A fifth year carpentry and joinery 
apprentice, B. A. Johnson, received the 
prize awarded by the IBICC in their 
central section. Masonry apprentices also 
distinguished themselves by winning first 
prize in the 5th and 3rd year grades and 
second prize in the 4th year grade in a 
competition promoted by the London 
Association of Master Stonemasons. 

Mr. Tilley was concerned about the 
serious shortage of apprentices. ‘ The in- 
creased building activity,’ he continued. 
*has not produced the recruitment of 
craft apprentices necessary in some sec- 
tions of the industry. Although much 
of the work in contemporary building 
operations can be done by machinery, the 
need for craftsmanship of the highest 
quality must continue. With the greater 
application of modern science and the 
development of new techniques, crafts- 
manship means far more than it has ever 
done before.’ 

The circumstances of the occasion per- 
mitted a slight digression by the school’s 
Director in the form of a brief reference 
to the history of the Company, whose 
earliest known record is contained in a 
document dated 1333. After the Great 
Fire, when stone and brick gained pro- 
minence over wood as a principal build- 
ing component, the company’s import- 


ance as master builders waned. In 
modern times, however, it has regained 
its place as one of the leading craft guilds 
of the City of London by the practical 
interest it displays in maintaining a high 
standard of craftsmanship.

Trade Examination Awards 


PRIZES GAINED in the 1960 examinations 
in connection with trade education 
courses of the Building Industry Distribu- 
tors, the national organisation of builders’ 
merchants, were presented in London on 
October 19. Making the presentations, 
MR. D. E. WOODBINE PARISH, FIOB, presi- 
dent of the National Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers, suggested that 
serious thought be given to the desira-

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Manpower Shortage in the Industry 


Buckinghamshire County Architect on Pros and Cons of 
Prefabricated Forms of Construction 


MR. FRED POOLEY, FRIBA, FRICS, AMTPI, the Buckinghamshire County Architect, 
has reported to the Building Committee of the County Council on the manpower 


shortage in the building industry. 


The report, which is reproduced below, shows 


that, on analysis, while production has increased, it has not kept pace with 
increased prices, and a greater reliance must be placed, he thinks, on prefabrication 


and on off site systems of construction. 


I HAVE REPORTED to the Committee at 
their last three meetings about the 
shortage of labour and materials in the 
building industry and regret to say that 
these shortages still persist and, in fact, 
in some parts of the county grow even 
more acute. 

I am finding it difficult in some of the 
rural areas to find builders to tender for 
projects by way of public advertisement 
or by personal invitation. I am told that 
building labour in these areas is unavail- 
able. I have been in touch with the 
Ministry of Labour and National Service 
for the principal centres in the county 
and they confirm that they have no skilled 
or unskilled building operatives on their 
registers. 

Even the larger jobs in the urban areas 
are suffering from shortage of labour. 
We have at the present time approxi- 
mately £13m. worth of live work on hand, 
which is an increase over this period last 
year, but the labour force has dropped 
from 600 to 550. 

On the other hand, building produc- 
tivity has increased; whilst it is difficult 
to produce exact figures, taking a reason- 
able selection of our major and minor 
works, building productivity would 
appear to be in the region of between 
£2,500 and £3,000 per site man per year, 
which, so far as I can ascertain, com- 
pares favourably with the national average 
and indicates that the building industry 
is by and large working efficiently. Pro- 
ductivity of this order represents an 
increase of about 15 per cent over what 
it was four years ago, but during the same 
period building prices have risen by 
approximately 20 per cent. 

If, under these circumstances, an even 
larger volume of work is thrust upon the 
building industry then it might well be 
that prices will rise and that, whilst start- 
ing more jobs, each one of them will take 
longer to complete and the delay at 
present being experienced will be 
extended even further. 


In order to avoid this situation arising 
one of three things needs to be done: 


(a) the amount of building work 
must be kept at the present level or 
additiona!] building operatives brought 
into the area; or 

(b) we must produce some non-pro- 
prietary prefabricated form of con- 
struction which will further increase 
productivity and make some use of 
factory labour outside this area; or 

(c) we must build projects in pro- 
prietary forms of construction which, 
in turn, usually use labour from out- 
side the area. 

The Committee might decide that they 


The report states : 


are not in a position to control (a) above 
unless they are prepared to pay inflated 
prices for their buildings, which would 
have the ultimate effect of attracting more 
labour into the area. So far as (b) is 
concerned, it will obviously take a good 
deal of time and technical manpower to 
develop a satisfactory alternative form 
of construction. Many large architectural 
offices up and down the country have 
been trying to do just this in post-war 
years, but the present trend is to abandon 
prefabricated systems and to come round 
to the development of calculated tradi- 
tional forms of construction as we have 
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been doing for the last six years or so. 

Proprietary systems of construction do 
not, in my judgment, represent such a 
good capital investment as traditional 
buildings and they are certainly unlikely 
to be as inexpensive in the first instance 
as our present form of construction. 

So far as I can ascertain from the 
national statistics on the amount of 
development taking place in various parts 
of the country building labour shortage 
is more acute in Buckinghamshire and 
the surrounding counties than elsewhere; 
indeed, there appears to be far less 
pressure on the building industry, especi- 
ally in the north and west of the country. 

The situation can, of course, change 
quite quickly and, on balance, the Com- 
mittee might decide to carry on as we 
have been doing and to keep the situation 
under review, at the same time, however, 
telling the Council and the client com- 
mittees that such delay as there is in 
constructing new buildings is unavoid- 
able, and that any greatly increased build- 
ing programme at this moment would 
aggravate the situation. 


London County Council 


South Bank Redevelopment ; Central Area Employment Figures 


AT A MEETING of the London Council on 
October 25 questions were asked con- 
cerning recent criticisms in the Press of 
the South Bank site and of the Council’s 
delay in accepting schemes for its perm- 
anent redevelopment. MR. H. H. S. MONTE- 
FIORE asked the chairman of the Town 
Planning and General Purposes Commit- 
tees about an outline planning application 
dated April, 1960, to erect a hotel on the 
site. Mr. Montefiore wanted to know 
when this application had been considered 
and what the decision had been. 

Replying for both committees MR 
RICHARD EDMONDS, chairman of the Town 
Planning Committee, said that such an 
application had been received but that it 
had not yet been considered; a report 
would be submitted in the near future. 
Asked whether the Council had been in- 
formed by the applicant that his applica- 
tion had been lodged six months ago and 
had neither been granted nor refused, Mr. 
Edmonds said that two such letters had 
been received and it was regretted that 
the permanent redevelopment of the 
South Bank had not proceeded as quickly 
as could be desired. 

In reply to a further question by Mr. 
MONTEFIORE concerning an offer received, 
as a result of an advertisement in 1954, 
to develop a south bank site. MRS. FREDA 
CORBET, chairman of the General Pur- 
poses Committee, said that an offer had 
been received for hotel development on 
a 2-acre site which was adjacent to and 
upstream of Hungerford Bridge. The 
offer, which included a substantial ren- 
tal, was reported to the General Purposes 
(South Bank) Sub-Committee in 1954 and 
1959. 

Asked what steps were intended to be 
taken in view of allegations by a well- 
known architect in a recent newspaper 
article Mrs. Corbet replied that work was 


expected to commence shortly on the tur- 
ther development of the South Bank, and 
for this reason some of the general main- 
tenance work had not been kept up to 
the Council’s normal high standards. The 
children’s playground, for example, was 
expected to be closed in January in con- 
nection with the re-alignment of the new 
approach to Waterloo Bridge. 


Central Area Employment Figures 


In reply to a question from MR. MARTIN 
PARR concerning the number of persons 
employed in the central area (i.e., the 
City of London, the West End and parts 
of the South Bank), MR. EDMONDS said 
that precise figures were not available, 
but statistics from the old scheme 
showed a slight increase in employment 
in the central area between 1939 and 
1948. The 1921 census (the only pre- 
vious census which recorded workplace) 
gave a figure of 1,175,000 persons work- 
ing in the six central boroughs, viz., City, 
Westminster, Holborn, Finsbury, St. 
Marylebone and St. Pancras. The cor- 
responding figure for 1951 was 1,242,000. 

Since 1951, employment in the central 
area appeared to have been increasing 
by about 15,000 a year, but no firm figure 
would be available until the 196] census 
was published. It was estimated that 
office buildings in the central area 
approved but not completed by the 
middle of 1959 would accommodate 
124,000 office workers. This could not be 
regarded as an estimate of the potential 
increase in employment because it took 
no account of the number of persons now 
employed on the sites to be redeveloped, 
nor of movements from existing premises. 
It was not possible, continued Mr. Ed- 
monds, to give a similar estimate for 
changes in employment in shop and 
industrial buildings. 





Building in the City 


Further Proposals for Spitalfields Market Approved 


THE COURT OF COMMON COUNCIL approved, 
without comment on October 20, further 
proposals costing an estimated £700,000 
for the Spitalfields Market Traffic Im- 
provement Scheme. Work at an esti- 
mated cost of £319,800 has already been 
authorised. 

The proposals will provide twelve new 
warehouses and 14 new stands at the wes- 
tern end of the market to rehouse within 
the market those outside traders who 
will be displaced by demolition and acqui- 
sition of property. There will be parking 
facilities for a further 65 vehicles. Pro- 
vision has already been made for about 
80. 

Various sites in Fort-street. Steward- 
street and Brushfield-street will be com- 
pulsorily acquired to permit the exten- 
sion of the market at its south-west 
corner. A section of Steward-street wil] 
be absorbed by the extension and the 
street will be re-aligned approximately 
following the course of the existing Fort- 
street (north of Brushfield-street) which 
will no longer exist. 

The eastern boundary will coincide 
with the City-Stepney boundary and the 
Girls’ Foundation School will remain un- 
disturbed at present. Proposals to estab- 
lish temporary vehicle parks on part of 
this site are in hand. 

After acquisition of the site between 
the Annexe Market and Folgate-street, it 
is proposed to extend the market garage 
to Folgate-street. with the rest of the site 
paved and enclosed as a park for 50 
vehicles. Brushfield-street will be widened 
and limited open vehicle parking will be 
possible plus probably a restaurant and 
café. The new stands, warehouses and 
café are expected to yield an income of 
£21,000. 


Traffic Problems 


The Spitalfields Market Committee, in 
its report to the Council, referred to the 
criticism made by the ‘ Runciman Com- 
mittee” that Spitalfields Market had a 
more harmful effect on through traffic 
than Covent Garden and that ‘it is un- 
desirable that there should be any further 
expansion at Spitalfields if this will lead 
to increased congestion of market 
traffic.” 

The market committee, in their opinion, 
had evolved a scheme which would meet 
the criticism, the ‘ overall concept being 
to provide more space within the market 
area in which market traffic can be con- 
tained without spilling over into sur- 
rounding streets.’ 

The Council also approved a £24,000 
parking meter scheme for part of the 
City. The area chosen is between Alders- 
gate-street, Cheapside, Poultry, Old 
Broad-street, Liverpool-street, Eldon- 
street and the City boundary—about 150 
acres. 

This area, called ‘ Zone I,’ has the most 
off-street accommodation. says the Streets 
Committee report. It will be the first of 
five zones envisaged, each containing 400 
to 600 meters, to be introduced over a 
period of about three years. 


The committee proposes that the Barbi- 
can area should be included in the scheme 
for Zone 1 as a short-term measure. 
They were advised that it would detract 
from the scheme, generally, to exclude it. 
The architects for the Barbican develop- 
ment, Messrs. Chamberlin, Powell and 
Bon, had no comment to make on the 
short-term proposals, and redevelopment 
of the Barbican area would not be delayed 
by the inclusion of the area in Zone 1. 

Traffic wardens, under the control of 
the Commissioner of Police, will be ap- 
pointed on the civilian establishment of 
the City Police. 


Architectural Standards 


On the Improvements and Town Plan- 
ning Committee report, a member of the 
court questioned the chairman (Mr. B. G.

Tender Prices in 
Bedfordshire 


Recent Hardening Reported 
to Council 

REPORTING On building costs, Bedford- 
shire County Council's local government 
committee says there has been a recent 
hardening in prices in tenders for con- 
tracts for new building work and for 
minor maintenance projects, writes a 
correspondent. 

An analysis of recent tenders for schoo! 
building work has revealed increases of 
between 10 and 14 per cent over tenders 
received for similar projects in May and 
August of last year, and during the last 
three to four months prices have risen 
by 74 to 10 per cent. 

This is partly the result of a 
increase in work now available to 
tractors, and partly because of the in- 
creased cover which contractors are in 
cluding on account of probable rises in 
cost during the contract period. 

The committee says it has been more 
difficult to persuade contractors to sub- 
mit tenders for maintenance work, and 
withdrawals after tenders have been 
accepted are increasingly common. 

The committee are keeping the matter 
under review, but at the present time do 
not intend to depart from their policy 
of firm price tendering.

Hospital Appliances 


The Need for a Drastic Re-appraisal 


THE RECENT RAPID developments in hos- 
pital design and changes in nursing tech- 
niques were referred to by MR. ALEXANDER 
S. GRAY, FRIBA, when he opened an exhi 
bition of hospital fittings at the Build- 
ing Centre, London, WCl1, on October 11. 
The exhibition was sponsored by W. N. 
Froy & Sons Ltd. and featured some of 
their new designs. It closed on October 
13. 

The introduction of disposable articles, 
said Mr. Gray, and of central sterilisation 
for articles not disposable had affected 
planning and equipment to a large extent. 
He emphasised that different hospitals 
had varying ideas and it was very neces- 
sary for the specialist in hospital appli- 
ances to be prepared to meet them. He 
agreed that a new concept in the design 
of hospital sanitary appliances was over- 
due. 


The public in this country was not yet 
fully shower conscious, continued the 
speaker. He recalled how a friend from 
a shower-taking country who after bath- 
ing in a shower-less bathroom always ran 
off the bath water and refilled the bath 
with clean water ‘ to rinse off.’ Mr. Gray 
favoured the introduction of showers in 
hospitals, especially for ambulant patients, 
as economical in space and time and more 
hygienic. 

He felt strongly that more attention 
should be given to assisted-patient bath- 
rooms in the modern hospital. We had 
not approached in this country the extent 
to which assisted bathrooms were 


equipped on the Continent. He saw one 
recently in Denmark which included bath 
with fitted telephone, shower, basin, 
standing shower, bidet and we all in one 
room, leaving adequate room for the bed 
to be wheeled in. He felt that the size 
recommended by the Ministry of Health 
for this room was inadequate. 


Wash Basin Design 


We still did not pay sufficient attention 
to lavatory basins in conjunction with wc 
compartments. Mr. Gray referred to a 
recent installation of wash-basins where 
the basin (supplied with unnecessary plug 
on chain) had separate hot and cold per- 
cussion taps, making it impossible to 
wash both hands at once in the right tem- 
perature. What was required was a single 
nozzle delivering a fixed amount of water 
at the right temperature, sufficiently free 
of the basin to allow hand washing in 
running water. 

The quality of chromium plating in this 
country, concluded Mr. Gray, appeared 
to have deteriorated. He would like to 
see more co-operation between the brass- 
founder and the plater so that castings 
suitable for perfect plating could be 
assured.

Building Work on the 
Farms 


Improvement Scheme Ahead of 
Schedule 


ACCORDING to figures now available, the 
£50m. grant for improvements to farm 
buildings will run-out before the end of 
the ten-year period originally planned, 
writes a correspondent. 


Since the implementation of the scheme 
in September, 1957, improvements have 
been approved totalling £69m. in the 
United Kingdom. Of this figure £46m. 
has to be found by the farming industry 
and the remaining third, £23m., represents 
Government grant. 


The flow of applications is still increas- 
ing, and it is felt that an extension to 
the scheme will become necessary should 
grant aid continue to be sought at the 
present rate. 


Reports vary from district to district 
concerning the amount of work which is 
being actually carried out by farmers and 
the extent to which they are seeking the 
co-operation of architects and builders. 
Under a standard cost system introduced 
soon after the beginning of the scheme, 
the grant on certain work is the same 
whether the farmer carries it out himself, 
with farm labour, or by contract. 


It is felt in some quarters that the 
extent of grant work already approved, 
and still necessary, may necessitate an 
extension of the original time factor, or 
further grants, or both. In any event, 
there would appear to be scope for 
builders on the farms.

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The Week in Parliament 


FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT 


Housing and Interest 
Rates 


HOUSING PROBLEMS, particularly those in 
London, were thoroughly ventilated by 
means of question and debate when Par- 
liament reassembled on October 25 after 
the summer recess. On the opening day 
there was a surge of questions about 
rents policy to MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minis- 
ter of Housing and Local Government, 
followed on October 26 by a special two- 
hour housing debate arranged at the 
request of the Opposition. 

On Tuesday (November 1) the new ses- 
sion of Parliament was opened with the 
reading of the Queen’s Speech, and both 
Houses are spending this week debating 
its contents and omissions. Coinciding 
with the new session the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer was due to present to Par- 
liament a White Paper giving current 
figures for the public investment pro- 
gramme for 1960-61 and 1961-62. Cer- 
tain general questions concerning public 
investment in relation to economic policy 
are being discussed in this White Paper. 
In addition it will discuss investment by 
the nationalised industries, Government 
departments and local authorities. 

MR. FRANK ALLAUN asked the Chancel- 
lor of the Exehequer what, following the 
raising of interest rates on Public Works 
Loan Board loans to 6} per cent, would 
be the eventual total cost of a council 
house costing £1,600 to build after repay- 
ment over 60 years. MR. SELWYN LLOYD 
replied: *‘ The total amount repayable on 
a loan of £1,600 over 60 years at 64 per 
cent is £6,042.’ 

MR. LLOYD later explained that the 
general objective of the Government’s 
economic policy was to keep prices stable 
by maintaining a balance between demand 
and resources. But even when such a 
balance was secured stability of prices 
would still largely depend on the efforts 
of all concerned to ensure that the rate of 
increase in wages and salaries did not 
exceed the rate of increase in national 
productivity. 

During questions to the Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, MRS. SLATER commented 
that so long as the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer maintained his attitude on 
high interest rates people would be con- 
demned to live in appalling conditions 
because local authorities could not build, 
and private builders wanted to make the 
largest profits possible out of their own 
building. 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH replied: ‘ The 
Minister of Housing would welcome more 
building to let, but political attacks on 


landlords do not exactly encourage this.’ 


London’s~Housing 
Probiem 


4 REQUEST for the appointment of a 
special committee to investigate and 
report on the housing problem in Lon- 
don was rejected by MR. HENRY BROOKE, 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 


ment, during questions on October 25. 


He said he thought he was probably as 
fully informed as anyone about the situa- 
tion in London and there was nothing 
further that an independent inquiry 
could reveal at this stage. 

In a written reply on the same day MR. 
BROOKE said he had not asked local 
authorities in London to make an up-to- 
date report to him on overcrowding since 
the war because their most urgent task 
in recent years had been to get on with 
slum clearance and redevelopment. 

Opposition pressure for an inquiry into 
London rents was exerted in a debate 
late on October 27, and for the Opposi- 
tion MR. MICHAEL STEWART contended 
among other things that the present rent 
situation had bad effects on the distribu- 
tion and maintenance of house property 
and on housing policy generally. 

MR. BROOKE said a number of tenants 
had yet to realise that rents must keep 
up with other costs. The figures for house 
maintenance costs had risen at least 34 
times since 1939. Rents were frozen at 
the 1939 level for 18 years and therefore 
the process of adjustment had been more 
difficult. Any form of reimposition of 
control to deal with the problem would 
only put the clock back. Any action to 
reimpose control would ruin once and 
for all the chance of getting building to 
let restarted. The hopes that the Rent 
Act of 1957 might restart private build- 
ing to let were frustrated by the threat 
of the Opposition to municipalise hous- 
ing. Now it seemed that the Opposition 
would have to wait many years before 
they had any chance of foisting their 
policy on the country and the deterrent 
to private building had been removed. 


Review of Railway 
Modernisation 
Programme 
WHILE emphasising that there was no 
question of stopping the railway modern- 
isation programme, MR. ERNEST MARPLES, 
Minister of Transport, announced in a 
debate on the railways on October 26 
that following a review of the modernisa- 
tion proposals, the maximum investment 
figure for 1961 would be £140m., com- 
pared with about £160m. in the current 
financial year. For the BTC as a whole 
the investment ceiling would be £175m. 

compared with the current £200m. 

Mr. Marples also revealed that he had 
set up a compact study group under his 
own chairmanship to consider what sort 
of and how big a railway system was 
needed. The BTC were represented on 
the group and were co-operating in pre- 
paring a revised modernisation plan. 
They would not only look at railway 
modernisation projects but also try to 
satisfy themselves about the modernisa- 
tion plan as a whole. They must be a 
lot clearer about the general direction of, 
the content of and the justification for 
the railway investment programme. 

Meanwhile it had been necessary to 
slow down to some extent the rate of 
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investment. The Government had been 
very much concerned at some features of 
the modernisation scheme, a particular 
case being the London Midland electrifi- 
cation scheme. This was under urgent 
examination by the Ministry, and the BTC 
had agreed not to place new contracts 
but there was no question of the can- 
cellation of existing contracts and work 
under them had continued. 

Among matters to be considered was 
how best could use be made of the Com- 
mission's property. He did not think that 
this was being made at the moment be- 
cause of certain restrictions. He pointed 
out that the inability of the Commission 
to develop its property was commented 
upon by the Select Committee on 
Nationalised Industries. He was con- 
cerned about the contribution which the 
development or disposal of property not 
needed for transport purposes could make 
to solving the Commission’s financial diffi- 
culties. An interesting point was whether 
the Commission should be allowed to con- 
struct pipelines. At the moment it 
could not. There were many other prac- 
tical points which ought to be considered. 

During the debate, MR. JOHN Hay, Par- 
liamentary Secretary, said the electrifica- 
tion of the London Midland main line 
would cost about £160m., 24 times as 
much as the spending on major and new 
construction on the roads for 1960-61. 
That figure was £65m. This electrifica- 
tion scheme cost eight times the cost of 
building Ml. They had to decide whether 
it would be worthwhile in the long run 
to go in for this electrification scheme 
or whether it would be better to use some 
of the money on other forms of trans- 
port. This was really the purpose of the 
study group with Mr. Marples as chair- 
man. 


Other Business 


Improvement Grants 


MR. FRANK ALLAUN, asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government on 
October 25, how many grants for instal- 
ling baths, hot water and toilets had been 
made in the last 12 months to private 
landlords and owner-occupied houses, 
respectively. 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Sec- 
retary, wrote: ‘Figures distinguishing 
between the two classes of owners are 
available only from the beginning of this 
year. During the first nine months of the 
year the number of grants approved for 
all the standard amenities was 7,705 for 
landlords and 29.768 for owner- 
occupiers.’ 


Flood Prevention Works 


MR. DODDS asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government on October 25 
what consideration was being given by 
the Government to taking the necessary 
action on a national basis to ensure that 
everything possible was done to guard 
against floods. 

MR. BROOKE wrote: ‘The effects of 
flooding vary widely from one area to 
another, and in the normal case the relief 
of distress caused by flooding of homes is 
primarily a local matter. Much is already 
being done in the areas where flooding 
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has recently taken place. River boards 
are spending £6m. a year on schemes the 
bulk of which are for reducing flood 
risks in town and country, and as the 
White Paper on land drainage which was 
published last December indicated, the 
Government has under consideration 
legislation to increase the resources of 
the river boards and the powers of the 
local authorities in this matter.’ 

MR. DODDS asked what progress was 
being made in dealing with the preven- 
tion of flooding of the River Thames 
valley. 

MR. J. B. GODBER, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries 
and Food, who replied, wrote: ‘The 
Thames Conservancy has constantly 
under review the alleviation of flooding 
in the valley of the non-Tidal Thames, 
and has recently completed or initiated 
grant-aided works at Crawley, East 
Molesey and Esher, and Maidenhead. In 
the tidal reaches, the Kent and Essex 
River Boards have, since the East Coast 
floods of 1953, carried out several major 
grant-aided schemes to improve the 
defence works. The Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government, the Ministry of 
Transport and my Ministry are engaged 
in consultations with the interested 
authorities about the suggested Thames 
Flood Barrage.’ 


Motorway Design Standards 


The standards of motorway design 
recently agreed between the Ministry of 
Transport and the Road Research Labora- 
tory represented the most economical 
form of construction to meet future 
traffic needs, stated MR. ERNEST MARPLES, 
Minister of Transport, in a written reply 
on October 26. 

DR. R. BENNETT had asked the Minister 
whether before building any more con- 
ventionally-built motorways at approxi- 
mately £1m. cost per mile he would study 
the lighter and cheaper form of construc- 
tion by continuous concrete strip. MR. 
MARPLES explained that motorways so far 
built had cost between £250,000 and 
£500,000 per mile according to the con- 
ditions imposed by the terrain. The 
standards of motorway design recently 
agreed provided for the use of a wide 
range of materials and methods. In 
appropriate cases tenders were invited 
for alternative types of materials, in- 
cluding concrete. He would be glad to 
examine any suggestions Dr. Bennett 
might have in mind. 


Tenders for Tyne Tunnel 


MR. ERNEST MARPLES, Minister of 
Transport, stated on October 26 that the 
Tyne Tunnel Joint Committee proposed 
to invite tenders for the boring of the 
tunnel soon and they expected work to 
start early next year. The tunnel and 
its approach roads should be completed 
within six years. 

On other roads projects, Mr. Marples 
announced that he had invited the Cor- 
poration of London to submit for his 
approval in the next financial year a 
scheme which would include an east-west 
underpass beneath the road and railway 
bridges at Blackfriars. The cost was at 
present estimated at £2,900,000 on which 


a grant of nearly £2,200,000 would be 
payable. 
Nuclear Bomb Shelters 


MR. LIPTON asked the Secretary of State 
for Air on October 26, how many nuclear 
bomb-proof dug-outs had been provided 
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for the Royal Observer Corps; and what 
was the total cost to date. 

MR. W. J. TAYLOR, Under Secretary: 
‘About seven hundred and fifty under- 
ground posts and seven protected Group 
Headquarters are now complete. The 
cost to date is about £13m.’ 


St. Stephen’s Hall, Westminster 


Restoration of Sir Charles Barry’s Work 


THE WORK of restoration and cleaning by 
the Ministry of Works of St. Stephen’s 
Hall, Westminster, has now been com- 
pleted. It has taken two years to restore 
this century-old reconstruction by Sir 
Charles Barry; much damage was suffered 
from bomb blast and parts of the vaulted 
ceiling had become dangerous. Apart 
from architectural and historic considera- 
tions it was necessary to repair the hall 
because it is the entrance used by the 
public to attend sittings of the House of 
Commons and also where it lobbies MPs. 

A total of 372 stones had to be re- 


placed in the vaulting and walls, and nine 
of the ten stone frames of the huge

windows carrying stained glass were 
restored. Eight paintings which line the 
hall and which depict scenes from English 
history were cleaned in the Ministry of 
Works’ studios in Regents-park. 


Other work included cleaning the 
twelve marble statues of former prime 
ministers, the installation of a new oak 
door to the office of the Sergeant-at- 
Arms, modernisation of lighting fixtures, 
and restoration of the Minton tiled floor. 
Practically the whole of the exterior of 
the Palace of Westminster has now been 
restored. The architect in charge of the 
newly-completed work was Mr. J. W. 
Worricker, ARIBA. 
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The Ministry of Works has now completed its restoration of St. Stephen’s Hall, 
Westminster, which suffered much damage by bombing. Above is shown the door 
leading to the lobby and flanked by the statues of Clarendon and Hampden. The 
work was the first major restoration and cleaning since the Hall was rebuilt by

1. Heating 


A new GAS BOILER tested and approved 
by the Gas Council, has been developed 
specifically for domestic hot water and 
central heating requirements. The boiler, 
which has a 50,000 BTU per hour rating, 
is constructed of high quality boiler steel 
with multi-horizontal water tubes, so 
arranged as to ensure that no hot gases 
pass into the flue without having first been 
in contact with water backed heat trans- 
fer surfaces. Adequate insulation is 
fitted round the boiler to reduce heat loss 
to a minimum. A detachable insulated 
cover fits over the top of the boiler and 
allows access to the whole width of the 
inside of the combustion area for clean- 
ing. The boiler and controls are enclosed 
in a white stove enamelled sheet steel cas- 
ing with attractive stainless steel fittings. 
This outer case can be removed in a mat- 
ter of seconds to allow complete and un- 
interrupted access to the whole unit for 
easy maintenance. Dual flow and return 
water connections are fitted so as to allow 
the operation of thermo-syphon water 
heating on one loop and the connection 
of a central heating circuit on the second 
loop. 

The boiler is fitted with an adjustable 
thermostat and flame failure valve.

2. Prefabrication 

To get away from the mass production 
of identical PREFABRICATED HOUSES a new 
system has been devised using a series 
of sheet metal sections of different shapes.
